ly alter.

Delegates and Satisfactory

ence on Moroccan reforms has 
definitely hern lixed for three 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon. The Uiikn 
of Alnioilovar, the Spanish minister of 
foreign affairs took the i nil in t i v.- step 
■I f I or arriving lure today in arnnigeiiig 
plans for flic beginning of the prepara- 
tions. Aii the delegates hud arrived dur- 
ing t he day and each found a note from 
the Duke, advising them a preliminary 
session would take place at t h ree o'clock 
tomorrow. It is expected that the 
Duke will preside and will make a brief 
address of welcome after which doubt- 
less, he will he chosen as the pernian- 
Diil presiding officer. 

The (Serum n envoys will enter the 
conference with instructions to take up 
a modes! nttituih Insisting upon noth- 
ing, even proposing nothing unless it: 
shall be the wish of the other mem- 
bers of the conference. Iu the latter 
event ( li nanny will put forward n plan 
of collective action toward Morocco, 
worked out under the principles agreed

For a Permanent Open Door 
including equal industrial and financial 
privileges for all countries, the terri- 
torial integrity of .Morocco and the in- 
dependence of the Sultan, with admin- 
istrative reforms. for which all the 
powers participating shall have identi- 
cal responsibility.

The 
American launch then circled the Span- 
ish cruiser Miiriun De La Molina, tin* 
sailors, of which. also cheered Mr. 
White and his companion,

largo grants last session, as if such aid 

was asked hail 1 11 given to a railway 

coming in from the north, thonv would 
have been no railway cominj; in from 
Ihe south, and now there wen two rail- 
ways being constructed in that district, 
without any bonus. He believed thai 
the people (if Uritish Columbia would 
be in favor of a railway policy that 
gave judicious aid to railway construc- 
tion, with satisfactory guarantees, as to 
J'ullillnn ui of contracts. 

Touching on school matters Mr. M«e- 
gowan csuid his own constituents wore 
perhaps tin' heaviest hit of any, yet 
ill ey were digging down in their pockets 
and paying. II.' believed the act would 
work nut satisfactorily. 

Health matters then enmc under re- 
view. He said the health of the prov- 
ince was a matter well won by the at- 
tention of the government and advocated 
the co-operation of the municipal and 
projincial interests. In co-operation 
much could be done to protect the pub- 
lie health, as to the quality of food, and 
many other matters now receiving at- 
tention, but not sufflev»nt. Jointly more 
could be effected, and he hoped to see 
Hie. municipal health officers at the pro- 
vincial board. 

Mr. Macgowan then denounced the at- 
titude of the federal government on the 
subject of better terms. He ndvoented 
a widespread public agitation against the 
terms of union or a dissolution of the 
ties. We would l-o to the King, where 
at any rate we should get fair play. 

In conclusion he said the first f'nn- 
servative government in lirilish Colum- 
bia has done so much, had made such 
Aviso progress, had established itself so 
thoroughly in the confidence of the coun- 
try that whenever they had to appeal to 
the constituencies they would make a 
clean sweep. i 
The Opposition Lender 
Mr. .1. A. Macdonald rose before the 
question was put to criticise the speech 
of Mr. Macgowan. He thought during 
the earlier part of his speech that he 
was going to he aide to congratulate him 
on one of the best s ; i -lies ever deliver- 
ed in the house, but in the latter part 
he had diverged to those "ad enprnn- 
ibim" stump speech methods which char- 
acterized the other member for Vancou- 
ver, and of which he had hoped that 
gentleman had a monopoly. 

no welcomed tlio lueuilier for Alberni 
oil behalf of the opposition, and then 
went on to discuss the speech from the 
throne. He sympathized with the mover 
of the reply to the address because he 
thought it 1 of l everything to the imag- 
ination. As to the increased prosperity 
of the province he said better times 
alone were responsible. If lumbering 
was profitable it was entirely due to a 
larger market and bigger prices. 

As to the improved prospects of the 
fruit growing industry that was due to 
ihe industry of the gruil growers them- 
selves. True Mr. ['aimer hail done much 
fur the development of the inlustry, and 
he was a government official, but the 



speaker claimed he had done his chief 
work years before he worked for the 

government. 

•Alining then came under review, and 
Mr. Macdonald said that repeated prom- 
ises to am I the Mineral Tux had not 

been fulfilled hut instead the government 
took credit for Ihe increased prosperity 
of the industry. He denied any con- 
trlbution from the government, it was 
rather in spite of their attitude. 

Then said .Mr. Mftodonald there was 
a mosL vital omission of tiny railway 
policy. The Premier had undertaken 
again and again to bring down n policy, 
but had not yet done so. lie declared 
that: passage in the speech to be barren 
of meaning. He said no one knew hotter 
than Ihe seconder of the address that 
there had been mi intention to support 
financially a railway that was now be- 
ing built without any aid. 

Mr. Macdonald then demurred to the 
•claim that there was a legitimate, sur- 
plus. Ho rather might say that he had 
relieved his victim of his property. A 
surplus the result of increased taxation 
was in that category, hut he demurred 
to the claim that the Finance Minister 
Was entitled to any credit for that, and 
ho for one, refused to give it. 

The Schools act of last session was 
then condemned in a wholesale manner. 
He said school trustees were resigning 
on all hands, because they would not 
enforce Ihe act. Ho believed it was the 
duty of the government to repeal that 
act during the present session. 

He had hoped for amendment in the 
band Settlers' act. More surveys, 
prompter granting of titles, would great- 
ly facilitate settlement. A more sys- 
tematic method was needed. 

Mr. Macdonald passed on to comment 
on Ihe minute in council authorizing the 
sale of 10.000 acres of land at $1 an acre 
to the Grand Trunk Pacific for a ter- 
minus for that railway. lie declared 
that it was done in violation of the Land 
aet. and was "do facto" a gifl and not 
a -ale. H,. ileclnred it was only uiv a 
rail ly as a townsite to realize profit I? 
selling lots, not a grant toe railway pi 
poses at all. It was a tree gift of 
square miles of the most valuable laud 
in the province for the purpose of- mak- 
ing a profit out of the people of the 
province by re-selling it to them. It was 
illegal, declared the speaker, and if not 
then in face of the Land aet the govern- 
ment could give away as many townsites 
as they liked .along the route of the rail- 
way. Possibly his position on the matter 
might be questioned by the government 
hut he appealed to the A t toruey-( ieneral 
to affirm its legality if he dare, and he 
challenged him to submit the question to 
any court in the Dominion. 

Why, asked Mr. Macdonald, was the 
deed made out to Ernest Victor Hod- 
well'.' Why was it tied up in his hands 
two years ago, long before the Grand 
Trunk Pacific camo ou the scene'.' He 
was not. 'contended Mr. Maeilona Id, act- 
ing as agent to the Grand Trunk Pacific 
then, but was being placed in a position 
where he and bis associates could make 
a profit out of the transaction. A simi- 
lar policy was adopted in connection 
with the Kitimat lands. lie claimed 
that there was a studied policy to pre- 
vent the people of the province from 
having a voice in the handling of the 
public lands, and he challenged the Pre- 
mier to submit the issue to the constitu- 
encies, who would refuse to leave the 
disposition of school lands at the merry 
of a minute in council. 

Mr. Macdonald strongly endorsed the 
remarks of Mr. Macgowan on the sub- 
jeer of forest, preservation. 

In closing the speaker spoke in glow- 
ing terms of the improvement in the min- 
ing, industry of the province. The boom 
time- had -passed, "bona tide mining was 
the order of the day, ■ nictuls were nt a 
maximum figure and everything tended to 
success. Air. Macdonald declared that 
these altered conditions alone were an- 
swerable for the improvement, and he 
denied the government any share in 
bringing about the result. 

Referring to the eight hour smelter 
bill introduced last session by Mr. I law-' 
thornthwaite. which he had opposed at 
the time, Mr. Macdonald expressed his 
satisfaction that the improved conditions 
sought by that measure had been atttiin- 
ed by private arrangement. The speaker 
claimed that this was largely due to his 
personal work during the recess. 

In conclusion Mr. Macdonahl paid a 
glowing tribute to the eloquence and 
genius of Mr. \V. W. I',. Midlines, who 
had been promoted to a high office in 
which he was sure he would seme fur- 
ther' successes 

The Premier 

Hon. Richard McHride in concluding 
the debate for the day, spoke highly of 
the personal character and ability of the 
mover of the reply. Mr. Manso::, who. 
he declared, represented a very import- 
ant constituency. Whilst Mr. Mel lines

Railway Legislation 

The Premier then addressed himself to 
the subject of railway legislation. Since 
the opening of his first session gentle- 
men with proposals in their pockets had 
been around the house, proposals involv- 
ing the building of thousands of miles of 
railway. lint although all were con- 
sidered by the government none were 
accepted. Then during the tirst recess 
the Urnnd Trunk Pacific came on the 
tapis. The same experience was repeat- 
ed last session, with similar results. No 
doubt if the leader of the opposition had 
his way lots of such schemes would have 
been suspported by good old-faf hioned 
grants of land and monies. 

Mr. .1. A. Macdonald interrupted to 
sny that he had never said or. written 
a word to justify such a statement. 

Hon. Mr. Me Pride— Well 1 can turn 
up the press references and will do so. 

Coming to the present session the 
Premier said that today he tind« some 
fifteen of such proposals, embodying 
grants of land and money, both, and he 
and bis colleagues felt heavy responsi- 
bility in dealing with them. lie felt 
that behind them there was a desire for 
personal gain, as well as public service, 
and he had decided in consultation witii 
his colleagues that he had no legislative 
proposals to siinibil this session. 
Before accepting any proposal i' was 
necessary to find out the capabilities of 
the parties behind such schemes to carry 
out their plans. 

With refer -e to the allegation of the 

leader of tl pposition that there had 

1 u any intention last so-shm to make 

a grant of $1,5110.01 JO or any grant there 
was not a word of truth in it. 

The Premier congratulated the house 
and the province on the rapid progress 
now being made with railway building 
in the Similkaineen, and said thai very 
shortly work would begin in the I. owe, 
Praser valley. 

Turning to the remarks of Mr. Ma - 
donahl in criticizing the governineui 
policy in reference to the (J. T. P. It. v. 
Mr. McHride -aid an apology was due 
to tin' house for such inconsistency. Two 
vears ago the leader of the opposition. 
Senator Teinplema 11 ami many other 
leading Liberals had declared that if 
Liberal members were sent to Ottawa 
the const met ion of t hi' (I rn ml Trunk 1 'a 
eitie in British Columbia would com- 
mence a; once.

MORAL REFORM.

A careful examination of Mr. Mor- 
ley's platform reveals n number of airy 
nothings. It is constructed of tho most 
insubstantial kind of timber. We have 
not a single intimation in detail as to 
how he proposes to make) good. 

From a man who is ambitious to ad- 
minister the business affairs of a largo 
corporation vvc wan; more than pretty 
Words. We want particulars. 

We are told thai the public are 
"weary of the insidious influences ex- 
ercised by corporate companies over city 
affairs." Any person could say thai. 
Mr. Morley might with equal effeol gel 
on the platform and recite the ten com- 
mandments, to which every elector 
would subscribe. Thai action would 
furnish no guarantee that tin' decalogue 
would remain inviolate in all respects 
at either bis bands or the hands of the 
electorate. To what extent the city 
remains free from the "insidious in- 
fluence" of corporations depends entire- 
ly upon the moral stamina of the men 
elected. 

Then, again, what does "municipal 
control mid gradual ownership of 'pub- 
lic utilities" mean, as applied to the 
city of Victoria'./ The city already 
owns and controls its waterworks ami 

its public lighting. The tuanag at of] 

these utilities has been successful to 
the extent hi which the council, have 
been efficient. It con never be Other- 



trust him, he must trust the public. He 
should give a public exhibition of how 
the trick is done. We are prepared to 
get a guarantee from his opponent thut 
he will not steal his invention, or tam- 
per with it. 

In short, in plain language we should 
like to know ia exact terms what steps 
Mr. Morloy proposes to take to accom- 
plish what be promises to do. When ad- 
venturous explorers are ambitious to 
find the North Pole, they always un- 
fold their plans, at least to the men 
who are expected to supply the sinews 
of war.

THE HOME ELECTIONS. 

The return of the Liberals to power iu 
Great Britain was anticipated although 
tho results of the Saturday's polling was 
somewhat of a surprise, and will prob- 
ably have an important effect upon the 
constituencies generally. The defeat of 
Mr. Balfour, leader of the Unionists, in 
Manchester, is a serious blow to his 

party, and, if hi' cannot get elected else- 
where, n serious loss to the country. 
Men of his calibre are not easily spared. 
It is almost certain thai the labor and 
Irish element* will be very large in the 
new parliament, ami will be forces to he 
reckoned with. If the Liberals are net 
Strong enough to control the House of 

Commons, irrespective of their support, 
we shall expect either important conces- 
sions Pi their demands or serious compli- 
cations. It may be reasonably antici- 
pated from returns bo far that the liscal 
programme of Chamberlain, and the 
veiled protectionism of tho Unionists, 

have ulilce g by the board .or the 

present. The Opposition, however, will 
wait the events of the future with per- 
fect confidence. It may be live or it 
may be ten years, but it will not be hum 
before the people of Great Britain will 
be aroused from their pipe dream. Free 
trade has already worked mil in parts its 
logical conclusion in the army of unem- 
ployed in Eugland. There lias been, it 
is true, a temporary increase of trade 
both in Imports ami exports. Thin ii 
the result of an unprecedented demand 
in the markets of the world for certain 
of the staple products of British manu- 
facture in which she still excels; but 
once the pendulum has begun to swing 
backwards towards depression, her pre- 
sent "unemployed" army will be so aug- 
mented us to become a menace to the 
safety of the kingdom. Starving men 
are not constltutionists. Nor are they 
over-nice in their methods of selfprc- 
servation.

Returns to Victoria After Weeks 
Tour of the Lower Main- 
land Country. 



F. M. Logan, deputy livestock com- 
missioner of British Columbia, has 
returned to the city after a week's tour 
embracing Lulu Island, Ladncr, Delta, 
Langley and Agassi/., with a view to 
arranging for the holding of a sale of 
pure bred stock early in tbe spring. 
He found the stockmen most enthusi- 
astic over the proposition, which will 
also eventuate in tbe formation of a 
livestock association for the provincial 
breeders. 

In connection with the proposed sale 
Mr. Logan yesterday informed the 
Colonist that he is in receipt from the 
livestock department at Ottawa, of a 
letter promising to contribute liberally 
to the holding of the sale, providing 
certain conditions were complied with, 
similar to what are In force in other 
provinces where government aid Is 
granted. Speaking of ids visit he 
said : 

"I found most of the pure bred stock 
h good condition and the raisers en- 
thusiastic to hold a sale. My mission 
was to find out wdiat amount of stock 
would likely be contributed for such a 
sale. Already over 100 head of cattle 
have been promised, besides other nni- 
male. 

"The primary object of holding such 
a sale Ih to enable small breeders to 
j dispose of their stock, which would not 
j be so profitable perhaps through indi- 
vidual sales. A large, well advertised 
I sale such as Is tn be held early in the 
spring would enable buyers to attend 
l In numbers and create a. preater in-

The .Mikado's empire is the land

On resuming the hearing in the royal 
commission on drawing yesterday morn- 
ing Mis.s Frnser, the drawing teacher 
from the South Park school, was still 
on ilio stand.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 

(In the Iru 1 1 Cotirt.1 

January 15. 1SKIU. 

Hopper v. Dunsuiuir. — In this case 
Sir Charles IJiblierl Tapper (for the in- 
tervener) moved in the question of costs 
of the additional evidence obtained un- 
der order of the court. His client bad 
been successful in certain points, and 
therefore should not be visited with a!! 
the cots incidental to obtaining such ad- 
ditional evidence. Then the word 
"event" as used in section 100 of the 
Supreme Court net does not apply to 
probate cases, besides which there is :i 
long line of authorities going to show 
that the estate pays the costs where the 
heir at law is not guilty of any wrong 
act. and has merely pursued liis undoubt- 
ed right to test the will of the deceased. 
Invariably where there is any suspicious 
circumstances connected with tin' con- 
duct of the testator, the courts have 
said it is u proper case to investigate the 

executi if the will, as for instance. 

where the deceased drank heavily, m 
supposed to have been incapable. Sir 
Charles handed up to the court a list of 
cases in which all the defences set up 
in the case at bar were present ami 
dealt with. 

The Chief Justice remarked incident- 
ally that the statute of 100-1 left the 
court a mere coal dust in the matter of 
power over costs, a very slender discre- 
tion: ami unless the present case conies 
within some of the specified exceptions, 
the plaintiff and intervener were out of 
court on this point. 

Sir Charles reasoned that the statut- 
ory had no application to probate act- 
ions or to a particular fund. It certainly 
does not apply to propounding a will. 

The Chief Justice — This was not a pro- 
pounding of the will. Plaintiff attacked 
the will, and set up fraud, undue influ- 
ence, incapacity and many other 
grounds. 

Sir Charles submitted that there were 
in this action nil the conditions attend- 
ing a propounding of the will. 

Mr. Bodwell, K.C. (for phlintifD on 
the same side contended that this must I 
not be considered an action inter partes: 
in form it may have been, but in sub- 
stance it. wits a propounding of the will: | 
a probate in solemn form.

The stC-HUl schooner was caught in a 
heavy storm, her deck load was swept 
from her and tires put out. by the wat- 
ers which Hooded her, and pari of the 
■house was washed away, making it nec- 
essary for the crew to abandon the wat- 
erlogged craft on Friday, off the Cul- 
ifor'nian const, Tin? crew and live pas- 
sengers were picked up by the lug Sea 
Konm and taken to Sail Francisco. The 
W. II. Kruger afterward went ashore 
near LMlot'a cove on a rugged part of 
the California!! const ami wan being 
dashed to pieces by heavy seas. It was 
stated there was no chance for. (he 
vessel to escape being broken lip. 

For nearly four hours the refugees 
of the wrecked vessel were tossed and 
buffeted about iii lift-bouts in a heavy 

sea before the Sea P'oani I lied up in 

sight and took them mi board. 

The passengers and crew of the Kru- 
ger were clad only in scant clothing, 
having left all their effects mi board 
the vessel. There were no women or 
children in I he open boat-. 

Several times the boats threatened to 
turn turtle in the raging sea, but luck 
was mi the side of tin shipwrecked 
crowd and they managed to weather 
thr storm till the Sea Foam picked 
them up. 

The Kruger left Fort Hraggs al 1 
o'clock Thursday afternoon with a cargo 
of lumber consigned to Swnyne & Hoyt, 
of San Francisco. Shortly after leav- 
ing the northern port the Kruger en- 
countered heavy gales and rough seas, 

Wl but a few miles outside ol 

Fort Hragg the Kruger commenced to 
till with water. The seas rose to tre- 
mendous heights and the wind blew n 
terrific gale. 

The situation filially became so des- 
perate that ('apt. S'ordherg decided to 
abandon the vessel. Passengers and 
crew were lowered with difficulty into 
tin- lifeboats.

With one exception all tlto members 
of last year's council were In their 
places at the meeting last evening, the 
exception being Aid. Douglas, who was 
unavoidably absent through illness. 

Aid. Hanna withdrew the Implication 
in his letter to the press that Aid. 
Stewart was receiving ills power from 
the electric company free of charge. 

Thomas R. Smith called attention to 
a communication lie had already sent 
to the board, in which ho complained 
of a nuisance on Cook street in the 
shape of an old surface drain. 

Aid. Oddy thought that it should be 
attended to at once. The communi- 
cation had been referred to the engi- 
neer for report, and lie in ved that 
the engineer be now instructed to at- 
tend to the complaint at once, the 
motion being seconded by Aid. Fell 
and carried. 

Aid. Stewart drew attention to a deep 
ditch on Foul Hay road that bad been 
made by the city workmen. He moved 
that the engineer be given Instructions 
to attend to the work at once. 

Mrs. Tuck of the Roccabelln com- 
plained that her property had been 
overrun by a band of cattle, and she 
desired damages. 

Acting Mayor ("lonrlacre stated that 
Mrs. Tuck bad called on him and told 
him that she was of the opinion that 
it was cattle from one of the steamers. 
He bad requested her to obtain Infor- 
mation as to who the cattle belonged 
to and she could then claim damages. 

In replying to nn alderman, Acting 
Mayor Goodacre said that If the cattle 
belonged to him lie was willing to pay 
for it. 

Mrs. Tuck will bo asked to supply 
further Information. 

Mrs. Gordon of the Gordon Hotel re- 
quested that the premises behind the 
stores on Douglas street be cleaned 
up, as it was a menace to health at 
present. Referred to the sanitary in- 
spector. 

H. Earle. secretary of the sergeants' 
mess of the Fifth Regiment, thanked 
the board for their kind action in 
dealing with a former communication. 

Received and tiled. 

A. R. Sherlt enclosed an account for 
repairs to a pair of gum boots, amount- 
ing to $1.50. The account was re- 
ceived and tiled and the writer is to be 
notified that the board has no author- 
ity to pay it. 

A. J. Cooksley drew attention to the 
condition of James street and request- 
ed that it be repaired. 

Referred to the city engineer with 
power to act. 

The report of the legislative com- 
mittee, which was as follows, was re- 
ceived and tiled: 

Gentlemen— Your legislative committee 
have further considered certain additional 
amendments which arc desired to bu In- 
troduced Into the legislation of this year, 
ami we bog to recommend as follows: 

An amendment to enable the aaie of 
the .lames Buy block and lots belonging to 
the city for park purposes, such sale to 
he subject to the sanction of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, utter the assent being given 
thereto by the electors. The city treasurer 
points out that the application to the legis- 
lature for an amendment should take this 
form. 

lour committee recommend that a sec- 
tion should he Introduced to do away with 
the liability of municipalities for the In- 
jurious affection of neighboring properties 
by alteration of grades of streets. The 
experience of your committee Is that the 
Improvement of the property by public 
works of this description far exceeds any 
possible Injury, and that an attempt should 
be made to stop any such claims. 

They further recommend Unit an at- 
tempt should lie made to limit the sum 
which can he recovered against the muni- 
cipality to $1,000 in any action for per- 
sonal Injury. It. does not appear to your 
committee that the taxpayer should be 
made to bear the oftentimes excessive 
damages which Juries, Influenced by sym- 
pathy and other motives, him- heretofore 
Inflected upon the taxpayers, 

Your committee also desire to recommend 
an enlargement of a limitation for con- 
tribution hy the city towards the cost of 
local improvement works. As the act nt 
present stands, although an assessment for 
public work can be spread over an unlim- 
ited term of years, the city's contribution 
must lie made wit bin ten or a less num- 
ber of years. There are public Improve- 
ments, sin li as permanent sidewalks, 
which have a life of quite twenty years, 
and an amendment lias been drawn enlarg- 
ing the time for tin; city's contribution
